BICTCLCS FBOM JAPAN. 


It has been told tbat Japan threatens 


to invade the American bicycle market 
and sell first-class machines at $12 
apiece. Colonel Pope, of the Pope 
Manufacturing Company, the largest 
bicycle manufacturing concern in the 
world, says the story that Japanese 
will flood the country with twelve-dol- 
lar bicycles is too absurd to need con- 
tradiction. He says the materials for 
a high-grade bicycle cost more thau 
|12, aad the Japanese purchase steel, 
which is the principal mateiial in a bi- 
cycle, in the United States. The Pope 
MannfactnnngCompany sell bicycles in 
Japan and get about $125 each for them: 
it the same wheels <5an be made there 
for $12 or for $100, why should Ameri- 
can wheels be in demand there at a 
higher price? 
Another thing, why 


should the Japanese, who are shrewd 
business men, sell good wheels in the 
United States lor $12 when they could 
readily get $50 for them, as tbat wonld 
be a big redaction from prices here? 
Then, again, why da they come here 
with their products and pay a doty on 
them when there are so many countries 
in Europe where no duty is levied on 
imports? 


It is not probable that the Japanese 


will flood this or any other country 
with high-grade bicycles at $12 apiece, 
bat, it is said, whether trne or not, that 
they are shipping tons of buttons to 
the United States, and selling them 
cheaper than they can be made here by 
machinery. Labor is cheap in Japan 
and it is possible that the Japanese 
may be able to undersell the American 
manufacturers of certain classes of 
goods, but bicycles are not among the 
number, if Colonel Pope is not mis- 
taken.

Bayard. 


• WASHINGTON, December Itt —$oon 
after the House assembled to-day, Bep- 
resentativo McCall, Republican.otfered 
a resolution calling upon the President 
to report whether he bad taken any 
steps to ascertain if the reports of the 
speeches of Ambassador Bayavd de- 
livered in England and Scotland were 
true, and if true, what steps bad been 
taken to recall or censure said Bayard!. 
McCreary, Democrat, objected. 
Me- 


Cail's colleague, Barrett, Republican, 
came forward to a question of privi- 
lege, and sending to the clerk's desk, 
aad read a resolution for the impeach- 
ment of Thomas F. Bayard, Ambassa- 
dor to England. Both resolutions com- 
plain of Bayard's reflections on the 
American protective system as a state 
of socialism; and his reference to the 
United States naeding a "real man 
like Cleveland to govern the "strong, 
self-confident and often-times violent 
people." 


Bainett's resolution declared that 


these utterances were in manifest dis- 
regard of the proprieties and calculated 
to injure our national reputation, and 
directed the Foreign Affairs Committee 
to examine the utterances of thai 
speech and draft and report articles of 
impeachment to the House. Crisp ob- 
jected to BarreH'^ resolution as nol 
privileged. 
Speaker Beed overruled 


him, and Barrett made a brief speech 
declaring tbat Bayard sought to ag- 
grandize his party at the expense oi 
bis country, and citing the Senate's 
action in Van Buren's case as justify- 
ing his resolution. 


AGAINST THE FUNDING BILT . 


The people of San Francisco are de- 


termined to prevent the passage of a 
bill by tlie present Congress, or by 
any other Congress, for extending the 
time for the payment of the debts of 
the bond-aided railroads. Mayor Sntro 
is taking an active part in the cam- 
paign against the funding bill and he 
is ably assisted by men of character 
aad determination. 
The Examiner's 


petition of 200,000 names shows what 
the sentiment of the public is on the 
subject, and there is not a Senator or 
Representative in Congress from Cali- 
fornia who dares, even if so'disposed, 
to Incur the enmity of his constitn- 
eats by advocating the passage of a 
funding-bill. Congressman Newlands 
of this State has declared his' opposi- 
tion to such a measure and it will not 
receive his support. 


The railroad men have only them- 


. selves to blame for the feeling that 


exists against the Southern Pacific 
Company in Nevada. There is no valid 
excuse for charging the people of Ne- 
vada about three times as much for a 
carload of freight from the East as is 
charged for taking a similar load to 
Sacramento over the Sierra Nevada 
mountains. Nevada must pay what 
the railroad people please to charge un- 
less it is higher than mule service. For 
that reason the people of this State 
have no sympathy for the railroad 
company and they wonld hail with de- 
light the passage of a bill by Congress 
to compel the railroads to pay their 
debts to the Government or have the 
Government take possession of the 
roads.

Louis bid highest.

the matter a secret so long tbat he did 
not want to bring any odium on his 
wife, but now that the end is near he 
feels lonesome and wants to feel he 
has some one neai him who cares for 
him.

In 1877 ho was 
elected to the United State s Senate to 
fill the vacancy caused by the resigna- 
tion of his father, Simon Cameron, 
since which time he has been con- 
tinuously in the Senate, having been 
re-elected the last time in 1890. He 
has been mentioned by the silver 
element of the Republican party in 
connection with the Presidency, but as 
a large majority of that party is for 
gold he is not in the fight.

^he lincl an important letter which she 
must r.::r:i, and as ehe also desired to 
catch the G:30 train she feared she 
would forget it. The stamp was sold to 
her,- and then very sweetly and inno- 
eciitly" 6h6 "inquired if he would not, 
since she was in such :a hurry, walk to 
the corner and mail the letter for her.

Tire-soda dispenser in the drugstore 


usually sees and enjoys more peculiari- 
ties thanroiy of the drug clerks from 
the fact that he is not bothered with 
auy of their responsibilities. His great- 
est trouble is in deciding whose money 
he shall take in tho case of young ladies 
.who drink soda together. If it were 
men, each would be arution's to pay for 
tbe beverages. In the case of young la- 
dies, however, each is apparently anx- 
ious not to pay for the drink. Then they 
avgijo with each other on about-this 
'line: "No, let me pay." "I will not. I 
think I should." "Oh, I'll be awfnl 
uugry if you do."

This 
suggestion is never satisfactory, as it is 
whisky they want. A favorite trick is 
to ask for a doeo of calisaya, which, to 
bo thoroughly effective, must be mixed 
with whisky. 


Tho "fiends" who make life miserable 


to the druggist are legion. They are 
fiends who pre addicted to phenacatin, 
to bromo seltzer, tocpinine, to arsenic, 
to strychnine and to morphine. There 
are also people who are addicted to the' 
use of wine of cocoa. The drink contains 
a quantity of cocaine in. solution and 
has a revivifying effect on the system. 
There are quinine fiends who take as, 
much aa 150 grains a day. Not long 
•since a St. Louis physician prescribed 
this drug to a patient, ordering it;tobe 
pntm six ptnvderrof GO grains each. 
The patient, a lady, took it all in 24 
hours, and, strange to say, got well. 
There 'are several people in St. Louis 
who are addicted to the use of aromatic 
spirits of ammonia and vichy. They 
drink it with great gusto. 


The morphine fiend is a shrewd aud 


discriminating buyer. One of the usual 
excuses when the fiend is n woman is 
that the drug is "for manuna." Poor 
namma! She has many sins to answer 
or of which she is guiltless. Some of 
10 fiends can tell the brand of raor- 
hine by the taste and will have noue 
ut their favorite. One hopeless case has 
ecome'so expert on the quantity that 
e usually takes—three grains—that 


with n dash of the bottle ho can throw 


36 exact quantity into tho palw of bis 
and. The druggist with whom 
lifi 


snally deak has verified the weight of 
tie dose thus prepared many times uud 
nvariably finds it correct to a fraction 
f a grain. 


The drug store is a favorite place fcr 


eaving bundles, valises, etc. 
Many of 


he packages left are never called for. 
A lady left a bnndlo in an Olive street 
stablisbment n year ngo that contained 
wo dozen suits of underwear uud hns 
never returned i'or them. 
At the sume 


drng store u veil dressed mail left his 
valise, caulaluing clothing, papers, a 
shaving set aud many miscellaneous ar- 
ticles, and never came back. Tbe stran- 
;est case of the kind was a man who left 
lis wife at a down town etore about 9 
o'clock, promising to return in ten min- 
utes. At 10 o'clock, closing time, he 
lad not returned, so the druggist sat 
down to wait for him, not caring to 
turn the lady out on thestreet. At 12:15 
a. in. he dropped in, much the worse for 
wear, and then there was a scene that 
repaid the drnggist>for his long vigil 


£copla who get hurt on the streets in 


any manner always go to tbe drugstores 
to be patched up. They claim treatment 
.of this kind apparently as a right and 
part of tho duty of the druggist to the 
public, and in nine-cases ont of ten do 
not even express their thanks for the 
service rendered them.. 


Physicians' prescriptions would often 


tell the sick person gomethng they did 
not know if they could understand them. 
Chalk and distilled water for nervong- 
ness, sugar pills for headaches and pink 
water for dyspepsia. are frequent pre- 
scriptions. 


• There is an old gentleman, who pa- 


tronizes a South St. Louis drng store 
who thnks he is a confirmed morphine 
fiend. He began the use of morphia for 
insomnia. The first prescription called 
for chalk, but it pnt him to sleep, and 
be baa bad it refilled every day since. 
He sleeps like a babe at night, except 
when-he misses his usual dose, and then 
he walks the floor until he get* it.—St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch.
